MISSOURI NEWS 


Major disappointment rippled through 
the St. Louis production community 
Monday when the much anticipated 
feature project Game of Their Lives shut 
down their St. Louis presence and left 
town. The line producer, production 
manager and most art department heads 
had been in town for more than three 
weeks prepping for the film. Characterized 
as having a “flickering green light,” the 
flicker finally went out apparently 
because of budget cuts. Line producer 
Billy Higgins told film office director Jerry 
Jones that the project isn’t necessarily 
dead, but they’re taking everyone off 
payroll while they regroup. Billy said 
there are four possible scenarios: 1) the 
film is made in St. Louis; 2) the film is 
made in Canada with some production in 
St. Louis; 3) the film is made in Canada; 4) 
the film does not get made. The film office 
plans to meet with production executives 
in two weeks in California to discuss the 
status of the project.
